The catalog offers a Lori 
that replaces the Eagle, hut they are 
just out of stock. This gets to be a prob- 
lem when F order the products for spe- 
cific customers. 

1 1 would seem lb at every year, d u ri ng 
the fourth quarter, the various suppli- 
ers allow the inventory to diminish and 
then reorder t after the first of the new 
year. This is always the case, regardless 
of where I submit my orders. My ques- 
tion is T are other locksmiths having 
the same problem?

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Advertising Advice 
For Manufacturers 

[Id like lo make a few suggestions lo 
die manlacturcrs who advertise in The 
National Lock smith and the o(hcr 
locks mi I h magazines. 

First, when you advertise a specific 
item* give us a suggested retail price 
somewhere in [he ad. That way, if wc 
come acres £ a situation where we eon Id 
sell our product, wc could give the cus- 
tomer an idea of what the job will cost 
without pestering distributors over the 
phone. Save us from calling the manu- 
facturer, usually out-of-state and many 
times without an "800" number, just lo 
£e[ a price. 

Secondly, there are a handful of 
manufacturers who don't even wane so 
he bothered by you if you're not a dis- 
tributor, When a locksmith takes his 
time and often his expense to c;j]I you. 
he's obviously interested in your pro- 
duel. It would he in your ?id v^jail uju,u U> 
take the time to talk to him. Supplying 
him witli the information he needs will 
probably benefit you in the lonjj run. 

Last, but not least... have sales litera- 
ture printed up that's geared to the 
"end user." When a locksmith requests, 
give him 20 or so copies to pa^ alonis Ui 



his customers. Remember, the locks- 
mith is literally your *man in the field."

March's Best Tip 

The subject of this Techflitip is 
the repair or adjustment of worn 
mortise cylinders, to restore proper 
operation, without necessarily 
replacing the cylinder. lYc even used 
this technique on a lew new cylind- 
ers lately because they were poorly 
machined. 

This 1 ype of wear problem is niosi 
common on outs winging doors that 
have a latch bolt retracted by the 
action ol'ihc mortise cylinder. Each 
person opening the door turns thp 
key to retract the latch, and then 
pulls on the key to open the door, 
against the pressure ofadnor Closer 
in [no si cases. This extra wear on the 
cylinder, multiplied by the number 
of tenants in a particular building 
adds Up to a rcgu lar call to re pair t he 
cylinder because ihe tenants "can 1 ! 
mi their keys on I of the lock." If you 
push in mi < he- face of the plug while 
pulling the key, the key will come 
light out of the Jock. 

Assuming that the cam screws arc 
light, and you find excessive "end I

adjusled. For the key to pull easily, 
the plug should have only a few 
thousandths of an inch end play or 
clearance. If the plug has too much 
end travel, the key pull will cause the 
bottom pins (in the plug) to be mis- 
aligned with the holes in the cylinder, 
and prevent the key from being 
removed from the plug. The wear

cylinder wears, reducing the length 
of the cylinder. 

To restore the cylinder to proper 
operation, carefully file the rear of 
the plug as shown in ill List rat ion 
one. This will decrease the length 
LL I_," of the plug, to compensate for 
wear of the wear ring. 13c very care- 
ful to remove only a few thousandths 
of an inch, [hen test the cylinder. 
File both sides of the plug evenly. If 
yon file too much from the plug, it 
will become too tight to turn freely 
when the cam screws are tightened. 
You can lightly file the wear ring to 
gain end clearance again. 

This Is an otd trick, but Vm sure 
you 11 find it handy for improving 
the smoothness of cylinders you 
find that arc either too tight or too 
loose,

After reading the January issue, on 
defeating the automotive shields in the 
new Toyotas, 1 had to send this Tech- 
nttip on how I defeated a couple of the 
new Toyotas and Geo. Without getting 



too involved with the story of how long 
it took me to finally decide to use this 
technique, suffice it to say that what 1 
had originally thought of as a last 
resort, turned out to be a reasonably 
simple solution lo the problem of open- 
ing this auto. 

As you know, the rigid pawl of the 
Toyota lock prevents the door from 
being unlocked using the linkage that 
runs to the rear of the lock. Nol true. If 
you In Lent ion ally and carefully discon- 
nect the Linkage, and push down on the 
disconnected Lock rod, the door can be 
unlocked, 

Using a Slim. Jim, carefully flip up 
the bright orange lock rod clip on Lhe 
lock pawl. Then slide the lock rod out 
of the lock pawl with an ll L" tool, At 
this point, you can see that pushing 
down On the Linkage with the Slim Jim 
or any other tool while holding the lock 
rod with the "L" tool wilt unlock the 
door. 

Once the door is opened, it is fairly 
easy to replace the Linkage without dis- 
assembling the door. Roll the window 
down and wed fie the glass to give your- 
self enough room to work with the lock- 
rod. Guide the end of the linkage back 
i nt o t Lie pi as L Ic rod cl lp with an "L 11 too I 
or hook type wire tool and push the 
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p luetic rod clip back to its original posi- 
tion with a Slim Jim. Tim method also 
works on a Geo Prism. 

Some methods arc easier than oth- 
ers* bill even as a last resort, ihis 
method really works quite well. Willi a 
good flex light in the door, you can sec 
to manipulate or move almost any- 
thing. 1 have some id cab on making a 
hctltrtool for removing and replacing 
(ree lipping) the plastic rod clips.

When reassembling the lock, simply 
reverse the above steps, lest the opera- 
tion of the lock to insure that it locks 
and unlocks, and that the cylinder will 
not rotate far enough to remove the 
cylinder or handle. 

This Tcchnitip will save you and 
your customers the time and expense of 
cutting two cylinder removal keys, on 
expensive blanks, one for disassembly 
and one for reassembly, each time this 
lock is rekeyed.

Always 
coat the lock plug with a Little pciro- 
Icum grease (not lithium or white 
£ reuse). This will prevent oxidation- 
corrosion in the lock, and iimiresmooih 
operation of ihe lock.

To touch briefly on die purpose and 
application ol'the Touchcode system, it 
is a keypad com rolled h self contained 
(no out .side wiring required), 
electronically operated mortice Lockset 
derived from ihe heavy-duty Yale H700 
mo n isc lock. "The keypad offers versa- 
tility in. I hat keys Or cards arc not neces- 
sary for the operation of the lock 
and combinations (codes) can be 
changed quickly and easily. Also, any 
one or all three of the operating codes 
can he "loekcd-ouf with a special code 
when required. 

A management or executive code. 
similar to a master key, will operate the 
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lock .][ any lime and additionally, a 
mechanical key override uv.iy he ordered 
For those applications where this fea- 
ture is required. 

The brains of the Touehcode arc 
located on the 3" * 3* control board 
which is positioned behind the touch- 
pad on the exterior escutcheon. This 
small board contains a]l of the transis- 
tors, resistors, diodes capacitors 
CMOS chips and [he other neat stuff 
tli at most of us don *t understand needed 
to make electronic things go. 

Powered by sight "A A" batteries, 
which should normally provide daily 
operation lor ah nut one year, the unit 
appears to be well engineered for long 
trouble-free service. A "low battery" 
alert signal gives ample warning to the 
user that a lockout is on the way if the 
batteries aren't replaced very soon. In 
the unlikely event of total battery fail- 
ure on a u nil without a mechanical key 
override, an external power supply 
(available from Yaletronics) can be 
attached 10 the unit and with ihc proper 
unlock code eniered on ibe touch pad 
the door can be opened. 

Yaleironies lists the Touehcode mor- 
lise locks as the 2600-2700 scries. 
Breaking this down, ibe 2600 series is 



for a door thickness of I -ft" and the 
2700 series is for a door thickness of 
1 Si*. There are two basic locks in the 
2600/ 2700 line: (he entrance lock and 
the office lock. Doth arc available with 
or without a key overridCi but the 
entrance lock only is available with a. 
dcadbolL 

Our review lock is a Model 2722, 
which means that it is an entrance lock 
tor a Mr door with a deadboh bul 
without n key override. Installation of 
a Touehcode pretty well follows the 
normal procedures for any mortise 
type locksct for industry standard door 
prep with jusit a few extras thrown into 
make tiling interesting. 

For starters the installation tern plate 
should be exactly matched to the exist- 
ing prep and attached to the door with 
tape or magnetic strips. (Set? photo- 
graph 2 r ) 

The a d dit io n a I h ol e s rcqu ircd fo r the 
Touehcode installation on the stand- 
ard prepped doors are marked. "C" 
(H1/ H Rl f /n and the lower left marked 
"A" (I Vn"). These locations are marked 
and drilled as required lor wood or 
metal doors.

You should note that on those mod- 
els without a dead boll the micro switch 
ant! Lis. related wiring are not Included. 
The function of the dcadbnlt micro 
switch is to lock out all operating codes 
except the executive or master code 
when Lhc dcadbok had been thrown to 
the locked position. 

The exterior esutcheon must be pre- 
pared to match the hand of the door by 
the installation ol two mounting post* 
as shown in photograph five. These 
posts extend through the body of the 
lock and holes ll C" for attachment of 
the interior escutcheon mounting plate 
and must be properly handed. 

Tn photograph six, we have marked 
the locations fnr RH and LH installa- 
tions.

Since the first invention of the 
dead bol I lock, I here have bc-cn ve r V 
few major design changes lo speak of. 
As Pharaoh left the bouse each morning 
on his vvay to the pyramid, he had lo 
stop and manually throw the holt to 
Lock his. front door . Everyone that has a 
deadbolt. even today, is still manually 
throwing the bolt even' time they want 
to lock a door. 

The in vt- ri : ii hi of [he la(eh bolt ushered 
in a new era oi convenience. By simply 
closing the door, the latch would 
automatically spring into the jamb to 
secure the door in the frame. This con- 
venience was not without a price. The 



enterprising crook, wit It ;i little help 
from a credit card, found that the Latch 
boll was easily defeated ivhh only a 
small a mount of coaxing. The addition 
of a deadlocking pin lo the latch bolt 
greatly increased the security of the 
Lock, biLt the angled face of the latch 
still found the crook forcing the latch 
bolt back with a butter knife 01 thin 
chisel instead of the traditional credit 
cand. 

The convenience of a deadbolt that 
c-kuikIs jiuiuHijLK'iilh'. is. -a total depar- 
ture from the definition of a deadbolt.

The 
holt h made of stainless steel. [ he 
increased Miw res ist a ncc x gained by the 
use of stainless steel in the boll, also 
increases the shear strength of the boll 
far beyond Ibe strength of most door/ 
jamb combinations.

To restore thu 
Locking action of the boLL, simply push 
the handle of the thumbturn in. This 
will release the mechanism and allow 
the bolt to function normally.

I don't really intend to repeat 
every! hi ng you should know aboul 
I he VATS system, but ] also feci that 

many things hiivc been happening that 
you should he aware of. There an: new 
ileitis required for certain models, and 
i he re Eire numerous new variations 
to i he VATS interrogator that might 
suit your desires or your purse better 
than w ]i:jc u\n originally offered. I also 
won i to tnake a correction no what I 
originally wrote in reference lo using 
another lock for ihe interrogation* 

Let's gel the correction out of the 
way first. I originally said that you had 
10 "(T bit an ignition cylinder to use it 
Tor inier rogating a system. I missed an 
import an E potCII Hi thai time. I felt that 
by hK 0" hit ling the cylinder you could 
simply replace the existing cylinder 
with your lock and then run the 15 
VATS keys allowing the necessary time 
lapse of four minutes beUvcen tries 
without wasting any blanks. Then after 
lea ruin ft which blank was required 
you replace the original cylinder; cut 
the mechanical portion of the key on 
ihe blank and you are finished. 

What has eome to light since this is 
the question why "0" bit it? You can use 
any VATS lock. Just use it the same as 
you wou Id use an inte rrogalor. J* u 1 1 1 he 
wheel, make the mechanical key and 
plug in your lock where the Original 
lock h*id been plugged in. Insert the 
first VATS hlank (uncut, no need tor 
the blank to turn the cylinder) and just 
let it hang loose. Try your mechanical 
key in their lock. If it does not work, let 
the four minutes elapse and try the next 
hkmx. In other words, your Cylinder 
dues not have to act as the lock, only as 



a receptacle for the key blank; the same 
as an interrogator. 

There arc new items required for cer- 
tain models in order to interrogate the 
system. On the new Cadillac Devi lie 
and Fleetwood you can't plug in your 
interrogator unless you first use a jumper 
unit to act between you and I he 48 way- 
con nccior at the base of the column. 
This unit is called a VATS: PASS 
Harness Adaptor. (See photograph /.) 
In photograph two you can sec the

[his connector. The connector is placed 
between the male /female comple- 
mentary parts an the base of the column. 
Separate the unit, place the harness 
between the two halves, and reconnect 
the parts.

I rum the harness; ;i male and 
a female. Plug your inte rrogalor into 
the appropriate receptacle, leaving ihe 
other to just hang. It doesn't apply to 
anything we arc doing; it's for the 
mechanic who wants to inspect the 
total system.

Let me give you a basic outline of the 
total procedure. After making the

The less expensive 
units si triply interrogate the system while 
making an original key. 

When this system first emerged on 
the market. I he Only interrogator 
available to the locksmith was, [lie one 
provjdud through Kent Moore. Don't 
misunderstand me, this one h .still 
available and makes an excellent inter- 
rogator. 

Since I hen, AH- Lode has come out 
with the A-7O0O VATS Decoder, it will 
identify the correct VATS key blank 
from the customer's original, decode 
the correct VATS blank from the vehi- 
cle if the original is lost, and diagnose 
VATS co cup uLer problem*. 

Uniguard has developed a Key Probe 
I and Key Probe 2. Key Probe 1 makes 
shop duplicating easy and Key Probe 2 
will allow (he locksmith to reproduce 
the customer^ key while in the Lie Id. 
For more information on Key Probe k 
co nt act yo u r ft riggs and St ratio n d e a ki i .

You will need an 
ohm meter to decode the key. ] 'hi going 
w give you the readings to Look lor on 
i he oh in meter, but remember to zero 
the ohm meter to eliminate any error 
that mighi be caused by the length of 
the meter leads, Read the instructions 
that come along with the ohm meter to 
find the /.uro adjust control. 

To illustrate what I mean by that, 111 
tell you how 1 discovered the differences, 
We supplied our main van with the 
original interrogator from Kcui Moore 
when VATS first emerged. After |hai F 
when wc set up a van. we discovered we 
were going to have a space problem. 
We began to search out machines and 
equip me EH that would fit in the limited 
space atid purchased the interrogator 
from Bay lis Corp, which optionally 
comes with a decoder, (an ohm meter). 
Wc elected to purchase only the inter- 
rogator portion and purchase an ohm 
meter separately, At Radio Shack we 
picked up a small pocket digital ohm 
me te r . I ,S < r /j h t ttugniph 4 . ) 

Now it was time lo explore. I began 
to cheek out and list the resistance 
me asu re ment s o f ca eh hi a n k . ( .V* -t ■ plso- 
sographS.) While doing this t thought, 
why couldn't [ just tie the muter leads 



directly into a lock and use I he lock as a 
receptacle for the key giving me a read- 
ing straight through the lock. (Sccpho- 

iagraph tf), I did this and it worked 
great with only one variable. The 
increased length of lead wire to the key 
could change the readings lightly, He- 
aero the meter to compensate for the 
added lead length, otherwise a reading 
of ,520 could read .522.

I do understand that part of the diffi- 
culty in setting up these digital reading 
devices is creating one that will give the 
cor reel reading after noticing the pos- 
sible va ria tions th at could he ge ne rated 
by the resklant variables.

The handle was 
located directly under the dial L and in 
most ciiKL-s, t)m indicates the combina- 
tion lock h mounted vertical down 
(VD).

I did not know this until the safe 
was opened, but in reality ii does not 
make a difference. All hough [he direc- 
tions would have been different for the 
lock aetually used, the hole I drilled 
went through (he edge of the lock case 
in an area thiiL did not hurt or deform 
any part of the lock. 

To open lhis particular safe. L decided 
lo d i ill under the dial ai 1 he listed loca- 
tion in life Naiiorwl Un"k smith Guide 
fo Sqfu Opening. My first problem was 
pulling l he dial. I tried pulling it three 
diil\:EL.'3i1 unys, evui lining so I : i ■ :^ to 
drill out holes in the ed^e of (lit* dial foi 



the pulling set screws to rest in> and 
even lhis didn't work. 

The safe manufacturer of today arc 
putting spindles in from the lop of (he 
dial and pushing I hem through I he dial 
This accomplishes two things. El makes 
the dials stronger and easier to assem- 
ble, and makes p til ling (he dials much 
harder, I do not know what I hey did to 
lrn*- -.Li;il to make it unptdlahle, but ii 
was. I knocked out the black center to 
check my progress, and there wl-ln none. 
A u inch hole saw solved my problem 
very quickly. J drilkd down the center 
of the dial around the spindle. 



After the dial had been removed, i 
d ri I led on both sides of I he s pi nd k- with 
an l A" drill bit and c his led off the 
remaining metal to expose the spindle 
proper.

Iking in an adventuresome niood> I 
got ont my trusty Magnum drill rig to 
penetrate lhis monster.

Sometimes, setting up the Magnum 
drill rig is a nightmare, but drilling 
hard plate wilh it is a dream, li makes it 

incredibly easy lo drill and penetrate 
Rclsom, and drill hits (end to hold up 
better than when freehand d rill-rig dril- 
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ling is done. After penel ruling the 
hard plate* the rig can be moved to the 
side for inspection of the bole drilled. 
After penelratinjube hard plate, 1 use a 
hand held drill lo penetrate the last few 
centimeters to (he lock case proper. 
{See photograph 4.) That is an art in 
itself.

J knew that the 
lock was not a CD- 120, 1 1 really makes 

no difference- 

Taking the relative combination, and 
making sure it was correct, 1 concen- 
trated on the driver Lam. When [ 
looked at the earn, H numbered 60 on 
the relative scale. I then i timed the dial 
slowly lo feel the drop-in area, where 
the lever contacted the drive wheel and 
it was at i£ero. It makes no difference 
how the Lock is mounted or handed 
when you do this. 

What I accomplished is knowing 
now-' that the relative combination was 
60 numbers or so loo "high." I sub- 
tracted 60 from all my numbers to gci 
the actual combination, which when, 
dialed, opened on the third try. Gscilla- 
t io n of I he d i al is i ni p oua n t at the dro p- 
in area in case your numbers arc not 
eKuei enough.

A : Your questio n is a very go od o nc. 
Many people believe that there must be 
some son of standard procedure one 
must follow in order lo become a 
locksmilh. Thai just isn'l true. To 
become a locksmith ii sometimes seems 
that all you need is a business card and 



a yellow pages; ad. There are no actual 
requirements for education in most 
places in order to become a locksmith, 
I know of no particular requirements in 
New Jersey. Some places do have a 
licensing requirement, though, 

Y ou w an t to k n o w where T o apply to 
become a "certified" lock smith Thai 
can be a very ticklish question. There is 
only one body which is certifying 
locksmiths. That would be ilie PRP 
program of the Associated Locksmiths 
of America (ALOA). Not everyone 
agrees wilh this program, But ALOA 
docs provide testing services, When 
you pass the appropriate test, you are 
per milted to use certain initials after 
your name. The first level test is to 
achieve the RL initials or designation.

The college has a lot of money 
invested in these locks and hopes to 
keep using them.

At one pointy Falcon was prepared 
lo move lo Pennsylvania.. As i[ turned 
out, the move was only about 2U0 miles 
from their old local ion, The decision 
was based on which group succeeded in 
the acquisition alter nip E. 

Yes, tlie new owners are making 
so me changes in the product line. Falcon 
ne ve r acq u i red nine h o f a market share 
in lower end lock sets, so the new 
managcmcul is discontinuing many ol 
these. 

Hut in yu urease, your primary interest 
is in institutional grade hardware, 
especially interchangeable core SelS„ 
and the company* at this lime, has no 
intention of changing anything there. 

As lu at Lur unlive manufacturers of 
l/C hardware, Best's cores are less 
expensive Mian (-"aleon^ but their 
Lock sets are higher priced. Arrow offers 
a full line at lower prices ih an either of 
[hem fur comparable equipment. 

Eagle is another manufacturer of 
I: C equipment and hardware and comes 
in ihe lowest on overall prices, but has a 
more limited Line of lock sels avail ah le. 

Since your friend represents a college, 
it would probably benefit both of you 
to persuade him lo look into the 
Institutional Locksmiths Association 
(P.O, Box 108, Woodvillc. M A 0I7S^ 
9986). Formed in 1983 as a local 
association, it has grown to national 
prominence only recently, but although 
it is a relatively young association, it 
exists to provide support for the 
Institutional locksmith, who is often 
ignored or discouraged by other trade 
groups. It can be especially helpful in 
situations such as this. 

In Falcon's case, the swiiehover has 
not been an especially easy one, and 
several areas reportedly no longer have 
Falcon reps to service wholesalers- 
Delays are to be ex peeled al times 
like this, bul arc especially noticeable 
at the "wholesalers" who really are just 
order-takers- with little or no stock. 
Stocking line distributors, on the other 
hand^ean still fill mosl standard orders.

If 
the cam is oilier than brass, (made of 
cast or sintered metal) do not remove 
the connecting piece. 

2) Check for clearance behind the 
lock cylinder. In caseii wiili opposing 
pairs of nlOrlise cylinders oi' light 
clearances, as in the Ad urns Rue lock, 
the lip of the key may encounter an 
obstruction that will cause the lock lo 
malfunction. 

3) If the cylinder is part of a master 
system^ be sure you are not creating a 
situation thai will allow unauthorised 
keys to operate the lock.
